“Did you ever notice

had to bum some hulls because they 
were not hauled away fast epough. 
Analysis has shown that the ordi­ 
nary hulls are good fertilizer. Many 
farmers spread a large quantity of 
hulls last year and have reported that 
they could see good results the first 
year. 
Chances are that the second 
year, after the hulls have completely 
rotted, as good or better results can 
l»e seen, eapedially on thin ami sandy 
land.
